Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-4 are allowed. Claims 1 and 3 are allowed, claims 2, and 4 are 
dependent claims further supporting independent claims 1 and 3, and therefore, they 
are allowable. The reasons for allowance for claims 1 and 3, is because of the step 
limitations claimed in the claims 1 and 3 described in detail the method for slot 
synchronization, frame synchronization, and scrambling code detection steps for a radio 
channel in a wireless communication systems and among other things claimed in the 
claims 1 and 3. Furthermore, discussed the details and prior art and performed a quick 
search in east's database with Phuoc Doan about claims 1 and 3 limitations and was 
determined that the prior art reference did not meet the limitations and search could not 
produce reliable reference to further reject claims.
